Sections 116565 - 116595 of the Health & Safety Code
contain the fees the Department is allowed to charge
public water systems to carry out it's mandated
responsibility of ensuring that all public water systems
meet the requirements of the California Safe Drinking
Water Act

The revenue generated partially funds the activities
carried out by the Drinking Water Program to fulfill this
responsibility

Fees are based on size and type of public water system




Public Water System Type

» Community - 15 service connections used by year
long residents or at least 25 year long residents.

- Large Water Systems (LWS) - serves 1,000 or more
connections

- Small Water System (SWS) - serves < 1,000
connections

» Nontransient noncommunity (NTNC) - serves 25 or
more of the same people over six months per year.

» Transient noncommunity (TNC) - serves 25 people
at least 60 days a year
